I  surveyed  this  location. 

Underneath  the  bridge  has  maybe  4-5  encampments,  with  maybe  more  items. 

The  other  side  of  the  bridge  seems  to  be  clear,  but  we  will  be  ready  to  remove  any  loose  debris  left  behind. 

I  consulted  with  Chief  Wong,  and  he  requires  "No  Trespassing"  signs  to  be  posted  with  a  minimum  of  24  hours  notice. 

I  recommend  that  I  have  a  posting  team,  post  these  "No  Trespassing"  signs  on  Friday  for  the  CARE+  team  to  complete  first  thing  in  the  morning  on  Monday.  This  way  it  won't  interfere  with  any  other  operations,  while  also  utilizing  the  larger  capacity  of  a 
CARE+  Team.  Also,  this  gives  LAHSA  time  to  conduct  any  outreach  prior  to  the  operation.  Finally,  we  would  need  to  reach  out  to  Street  Services  to  provide  a  crew  to  put  up  the  new  fence  once  we  have  cleared  the  area.

As  a  follow-up  to  our  conversation  earlier  on  why  the  notice  of  private  property  was  the  day  before  service  is  because  in  the  original  request,  there  were  multiple  homeless  encampments  specified  in  multiple  areas.  We  wanted  to  ensure  that 
the  areas  were  thoroughly  vetted  by  WPD  and  that  no  homeless  encampments  were  left  in  the  public  right-of-way.  Since  WPD  scouts  the  area  during  postings  which  occur  48  hours  in  advance  of  service,  we  receive  their  report  the  next  day 
after  postings  which  is  the  day  before  service. 


Attached  for  your  reference  is  the  survey  provided  by  WPD  indicating  the  HE's  found  and  the  boundary  of  MTA  property.  Per  WPD,  the  white/grey/yellow  areas  are  private  property  with  yellow  being  MTA  property.  The  areas  without  an  overlay 
are  the  city's  public  right-of-way.
